
Official railroad records of rail operations between 
the branch-off points of Jennewitz (on the Lerlin- 
Lalle line) and Leues Lager (on the J ueterbog-Treuen- 
brietzen line) reveal that the connecting loop west 
of Jueterbog has been completed., Kail operations via 
this loop were started on 18 . 'arch 1950 * 
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Comment : 

The connecting loop is ?.h4 to long, has a grade of 
1:160 and a radius of curve of 680 meters, by 
eliminating all shunting operations at the railroad 
station of Juetorbop for trains coming, from the 
direction of hails and bound for J'uQterbog/ii.ltes 
Lager and Treuenbrietzen and for such coming from 
the direction of Jueterbog/ rt ltes lager and Treuen- 
brietzen and bound for Wittenberg-IIalle the traffic 
strain on the single-track Lerlin-iialle trunk line 
is eased. The existence of the loop simplifies rail' 
road operations at the Juat arbor; junction* a fact 
which Is of major iraoortanc a for the heavy military 
personnel and supply traffic to and from the Soviet 
troop camp of Juoterbog (Alte3 and lieues Lager) . 

The omening of the loop is confirmed by the slow- 
down regulations of the Lerlin railroad district 
between 9 and 22 iipril 1950,
